In 1920 the quantity of crude 
rubber imported was 345,064,- 
000 pounds greater than in 19135, 
and the quantity in 1925 was 
321,932,000 greater than 1920. 
The increase from 1924 was over 
153,000,000 pounds, or more 
than 20 per cent. This immense 
growth is the direct result of 
the demand for rubber created 
by increased use of automobiles, 
it is pointed out. 

Imports last year set a new high 
record of 888,478,000 pounds, or 
20 per cent. greater than in 1914. 
The value of the 1925 imports was 
$429,705,000, as compared with 
$174,231,000 in 1924. 

Crude rubber prices at ,New 
York, which closed the year 192 
at 39 cents a pounds, fluctuated 
widely in 1925, advancing by suc- 
cessive increases to a high of $1.23 
in July, then dropping to 64 in 
August, again advancing to $1.13 
in December, and closing tle year 
at $i cents. During Jgmuary and 
February, 1926, the price declined 
to 51 cents, but reacted to 60 cents 
in March. 

Production of finished goods was 
high rate during the first 
eight months of the year, but the 
higher prices necessitated by the 
great advante in crude accelerated 
the seasonal trade decline from 
September, 1925, to February, 1925, 
discontinuance of spring dating 
“terms by tire manufacturers con- 
tributing to this result. Use of re- 
claimed was much greater than in 
any previous year. 

“During the first half of 1925 
there was a. strong belief in the 
American industry,’ the report 
says, “that regulations restrici- 
ing importation of crude rubber 
from British producing areas in 
the middle East would be re- 
laxed to prevent runaway prices 
in the face of the increasing 
consumption. Instead of such 
relaxation, there was an uncom- 
promising adherence to the re- 
ntriction scheme.”

$226,552,943, of which $100,524,357 
was from Federal aid funds. This 
;does not mean, however, that this 
amount was expended during the 
| fiscal year, as many of the high- 
ways brought to completion during 
ithe year had been started in pre- 
{vious years. 

The lIargest mileage completed in 
any one state during the year 
jin Texas, where 1,031 miles were 
built at a total cost of $ 15,062,702, 
$6,382,314 of which Was contribut- 
ed by the Federal government.

larger quarterly allowances 
of exports of rubber from the 
British possessions in the latier 
half of 1925 and early 1926 will 
result in Increased production 
during the current year. it is 
predicted, and wild rubber is 
likewise expected to be further 
stimulated. 

The United States has a larger 
rubber - manufacturing industry 
than all the other countries com 
bined, American imports of crude 
rubber last year being ever 75 per 
cent. of the total estimated world 
production About 83 per cent. of 
the passenger automobiles of the 
world are within the borders of the 
United States, which explains this 
huge demand for rubber. 

Approximately three-fifths of 
crude rubber consumed in the 
United States is used for automo 
bile casings, the percentage being 
57.3 in 1923, and 60.4 in 1924 an 
1925. Inner tubes for automobile: 
used 14.9 per cent. of the total ir 
1923 and 16.6 in 1925. Consump- 
tion in solid tires for automobi#He. 
declined from 7.3 per cent in 1922 
to 5.1 in 1924, and 5.2 per cent 
in 1925. In the aggregate tire: 
and tire sundries used a little over 
five-sixths in 1925. 

According to the United States 
Census Bureau, total production of 
tires in 1925 was 57,481,000 pneu- 
matig casings, an increase of 27 per 
cent. as compared with 1923, The 
increase in inner tubes was _rela- 
tively a little higher, about 28 per 
cent. The. months of lowest produc- 
tion of automobile casings last year 
were January, October, November 
and December. 

Production was at a high rate 
during the summer months, but 
dropped off sharply toward. the 
close of the year, although even 
then remaining about equal to the 
1924 output during the same 
period. 

Dealer buying fell off during the 
late months of the year, partly 
owing to seasonal trend, partly re- 
flecting decreased consumer buy- 
ing at prevailing high prices and 
partly because manufacturers dis- 
continued the spring dating terme 
to dealers, who were in any case 
not desirous of stocking heavily 
with high-priced tires, the survey 
points out. Manufacturers were 
holding 628,000 more casings at 
the close of 1925 than at its be- 
ginning. 

Shipments of casings to car man- 
ufacturers, described as original 
gales, constituted 27 per cent. of 
total reported shipments in 1922, 
37 per cent. in 1823, 28 per cent.

Motor transporta- 
tion is more direct and closer to 
the people and comes in where rail 
leaves off. 
| “Another different phase is 
that with railroads a shipper had 
no alternative of getting his own 
“engine and car and hauling the 
stuff himself, if the rate does 
not suit him. With m tor trans- 
portation there is nothing to stop 
a man or firm from using its 
own passenger car or truck, or a 

fleet of trucks, if not satisfied 
with the deal offered by the 
commercial carriers. 

“So we favor the regulatory 
bodies of the various states to 
handle interstate transportation, 
with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission having appellate juris- 
diction only. The state bodies can, 
better and more quickly, pass on 
public convenience and necessity 
which should guide granting of 
licenses.”

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A New Speed Demon 
OME time ago it was announced that the Itala Company 
of Turin would campaign a team of cars on the American 
speedways during the summer of 1927. The foreign auto- 
motive magazines now carry descriptions of these new 
Italian speed creations, which are extremely interesting. 

To begin with they are twelve cylinder cars, with 
sixty-seven cubic inches of cylinder capacity. The maxi- 
mum on our speedways is ninety-one. The small cylin- 
der capacity of these Itala racers with the twelve cylin- 
ders, means that the individual cylinder will have a bore 
of little over an inch. The engine speed, however, runs 
up to 8,000 revolutions per minute. 

A supercharger is used, the air first being passed, 
through an American cleaner, which one the foreign maga- 
zines fail to state. Front wheel drive is employed. 

This is an interesting experiment and will give us our 
first glimpse of the very small racing cars that are popular 
in Europe. At the same,time Harry Miller, Fred Duesen-| 
berg and the other American designers of racing cars will 
probably come to scratch with something entirely capable | 
ef upholding our supremacy on the speedway.

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Oregon Motorists Oppose 
Changes in License Fees 


. 

PORTLAND, ORE., July 27.—The Oregon Automobile 
Dealers’ Association, after carefully considering a large 
number of proposed changes in the Oregon license fee 
system, has definitely gone on record as opposing any alter- 
schedule, with the exception of the 
proposed change in regulating cars used for commercial 


ation of the Oregon 


purposes. 

It opposes the present so-called 
peddlers’ license, which imposes an 
extra tax on every one charging off 
anything for the use of an auto- 
mobile for business or professional] 


purposes, and it advocates the 
Passage of a bill which would re- 
Place the present regulatory law 
for taxing buses and trucks. 

The feeling of the dealers re- 
garding the tax situation is out- 
lined in the following statement:— 

“We are fully aware of the 
clamor from many quarters for a 
reduction of the original license 
fee, the proposals to divert more 
of the money to the counties, re- 
duction of the license and in- 
crease of the gasoline fee and 
similar measures, put we have 
not yet been shown’ where there 
is any benefit gained through 
such tampering with the present 
license structure, which, while 
it may have its faults, means the 
greatest amount of money for 
highway purposes with the least 
cost of collection and overhead. 

“The Oregon highway develop- 
ment, considering our population, 
is a never-ending source of amaze- 
ment to visitors from other states, 
many of whom live in wealthier 
and more populous states where the 
paved road is still a novelty It 
takes no expert accountant to fig- 
ure out whether or not the average 
license fee for an Oregon automo- 
bile (about $27.50) under present 
schedules is not earned many times 
ever each year by any automobile 
that makes even limited use of the 
roads, in gasoline, tires and repairs. 

“With the program of a greater 
return to the counties, particularly 
where it is proposed to make this 
return to the general fund, we find 
no great symp@ethy among owners 
who argue that property every- 
where has been immeasurably 
benefited by the construction of 
state roads in front of it, without 
that property paying any direct tax 
towards such road, unless the own- 
ers also paid gasoline tax. Many 
motorists even claim 
owners of this property who would 


like to see their county get a big- | 


ger dig into the automobile license 
returns are themselves 
tax-exempt gasoline.
